House is to help’'all those engaged in Mass Education", which is then defined as "a movement 
designed to promote better living for the whole commnity". In scope the Bulletin will en- 
deavour to give accounts of all Mass Education work which is going on in the Colontes and 
indeed in the whole world; it will also describe in detail the techniques used in Mass 
Literacy and Community Development work and it will try to deal with all questions and 
problems as they arise". The first issue is devoted to a brief survey (16 pp.) of most of 
the known Mass Education projects that have been carried out in British African colonies 

in the last ten years. The second number (March, 1950) includes articles on the Gold Coast, 
the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan and Sarawak, as well as short notes on Uganda and Fiji. Much of 
the Bulletin is concerned with literacy. Contributions of field workers are particularly 
requested.

This journal serves primarily as a quarterly survey of activities and means of research in 
the field of museography, but it contains also considerable material of interest to educat- 
ors. Volume I, Nos. 34 (1948 , was devoted wholly to the topic "Museums and Education" in 
order "to fix attention on important, unusual, little-known or unusually successful and 
suggestive developments in connexion with museums’ contemporary réle as centres of instruc- 
tion for the ordinary man by visual means and by direct contact with the specimen". Contents 
were divided into 4 parts: "Museums Teach", with articles on educational work in Canadian, 
Swedish, Brazilian, U.S. and Chinese museums; "Educational Display Services"; "Children and 
the Museum"; and "The Film and the Art Museum", Articles in recent issues include " An 
Educationist's View of the Part to be Played by Museums" by Ren4 Leslavoix (Vol. II,n° 3, 
1949, PP.

This practical manual, designed particularly to assist teachers in elementary and secondary 
schools which are handicapped by limited facilities, contains. detailed suggestions on both 
content and methodology in science teaching. The point of view taken is that science is 
most satisfactorily taught when the pupils practise scientific method by engaging in indi- 
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vidual and group investigations. The Look therefore includes instructions for the making 
of models and apparatus and for the improvisation of experiments. in most cases using 
materials which are easily obtainable. Full descriptions of experiments are given arc 
illustrated with diagrams; Other chapters concern the use of visual methods and recent 
Materials useful for science teaching. Laboratory receipts and logarithm tables are also 
included.

The first number of African Abstracts inaugurates a publication of great importance. As its 
Editors point out, "the difficulty of obtaining a complete review of the literature both 
for those engaged in scientific research ald even more for those who would make use of 
ethnographic, sociological and linguistic knowledge in tackling practical problems ii ad- 
ministration, education and welfare, is particularly great, since relevant material is 
published tn many different count=fes and languages, and the journals themselves have in 
many cases only a restricted...circulation". The aim of the journal is to provide "inform 
ative alstracts summarizing the material presented and the results obtained on the views 
advocated in each paper", Contributions are written and signed by well-known linguists 

and social scientists of several different countries. Abstracts are given in English or 
French, according to the language of the original article; entries are numbered and ar- 
ranged by geographical region under two main headings: (1) Ethnological and social studies, 
and (2) lingufstic studies. The first four issues will be devoted to articles in periodic- 
als appearing during the period 1948-49; thereafter alternate issues will Le devoted to 
1947 and 1950 material, until the years 1940-47 inclusive are covered. A list of the 41 
Journals abstracted is included; anc a classified index to each yearly volume by topics 
and arcas is planned.

Adull e¢ucatton In 
West Africa is non-vocational, sponsored by voluntary organizations, and related to social 
ends, The development of systematic study courses and one-day and week-end schools, and 

the recently organized People's Educational Association are discussed; also tne relation 

of adult education to mass education activities and the possible services of the University 
to commmity life in West Africa. A Lrief list of materials for further reading is append- 
ed.

These two volumes form part of a massive encyclopedia series on French overseas territories 
now being issued. Several sections of these volumes on French West Africa are of interest. 
The chapter on education (Vol.I, PD. 267-278) describes the growth and present structure 

of the school system, with considerable space given to the "école normale" which recruits 
students from the "école primaire supérieure", Statistics are brought up to date for 1947 
and analysed for each territory. The main problems appear to be shortage of qualified 
teachers, lack of rural schools, wastage and truancy among pupils. The chapter on health 
(Vol.I, PP. 279-289) gives details of medical provision; the mobile prophylactic units form 
an interesting experiment with great educational possibilities. Volume II contains an ex- 
haustive treatment of the soils and products of French West Africa, with frequent referen- 
ces to the human geography - methods of production, co-operative organization, legal sys- 
tems, 

Other volumes already published in this series deal with Algeria and Sahara (2 vols.), Tu- 
nisia, Morocco and Madagascar and Réunion (2 vols.). Volumes covering the remaining French 
territories are in preparation.

In addition to sections on race attitudes and inter- 
racial co-operation, there are chapters on population, national income, education, health 
services, social welfare, the non-European press, co-operative societies, arts and crafts, 
African music and African literature. Numerous statistical tables and a detailed index add 
to the book's reference value.

This report, written by the Field Director, reviews the first six years of activity of the 
programme begun in February 1943 as a joint undertaking of the Rockefeller Foundation and 
the Mexican Government to improve the productivity of Mexico's agriculture "on which the 

whole Mexican economy rests". The programme, staffed with U.S. and Mexican experts, operates 
through the Office of Special Studies, set up in the Mexican Department of Agriculture. 
To its support the Foundation has allocated about $ 1,300,000 during the six years; the 

Mexican Government has provided 930,000 pesos, as well as land, labour, office and labor- 
atory space, funds for buildings, machinery, fertilizers, and other materials. Achievements 
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include the development of synthetic and hytrid varieties of corn, wheat, beans and other 
basic food crops, control of plant diseases and insect pests, the introduction of modern 
farm implements and machinery, and the operation of a large-scale programme of agricultur- 
al extension through which farmers are instructed in the use of improved seeds, tillage 

methods, irrigation procedures, etc. In addition, over 100 young Mexican agriculturalists 
and a limited number of foreign students (chiefly from Latin America) have been trained 

through direct participation in all phases of the programme; 26 trainees have been select- 
ed for further study abroad.

Contents include chapters on objectives, programme-planning, curricula for 
agricultural education in elementary and secondary schools, teaching procedures, adult 
education and vocational guidance. Chapter bibliographies are provided. The author is 
Professor of Agricultural Education at the University of Illinois.

The organization and development of vocational and technical training constitutes a major 
problem for all Asian countries. Since the last war, under the joint impetus of the I.L.0. 
and the U.N. Economic Commission for Asia and tlie Far sast, international action has sup- 
ported and guided national efforts. Developments include the holding of the Preparatory 
Asian Regional Conference of the I.L.0. (New Delhi, November 1947), the completion of a 
field enquiry on present training facilities, entitled "raining Problems in the Far Fast 
(I.L.0., 1948), and the establishment of an I.L.0. Field Office in Asia to deal with man- 
Power problems. At the Asian Conference of Experts recorded in the Reports listed above, 
the aim of the meeting was "to outline the practical problems inherent in the establish- 
ment of a vocational training policy and in the technical and material organization of 
training facilities, in such a way as to indicate or suggest certain solutions that could 
be recommended to governments or serve to guide the work of the Field Office in Asta" 
(Introduction). The 4 Reports are as follows : (1) General Organization and Development 
of Technical Training; (2) Material Needs and Problems of Technical Organization; (3) 
Recruitment and Training of Instructors; (4) Vocational Training of Disabled Persons.

These books were written by two of the leading educators of the Philippines. Mr. Aldana 
served as teacher, supervisor and superintendent of schools in several provinces, and is at 
present employed in the office of the Commissioner of the Budget with special assignment on 
school matters. Dr. Isidro is secretary and associate professor of the College of Education, 
University of the Philippines. 

Both of these books are well written, fully documented, and up to date. The various chap- 
ters of Dr. Isidro's book were reviewed by specialists before being printed. Mr. Aldana's 
book was prepared in mimeographed form for testing in his classes in the National Teacher's 
College before it was finally published. 

Both books try to show how the present educational system of the Philippines, modelled on 
that of the United States, has developed in response to the needs and conditions of the 
country ; how it served to prepare the Filipino people for self-government; and how it has 
served to transmit the culture of the people, which has been acquired from a variety of 
sources Oriental and Occidental. The purpose and scope of tlie presentation is briefly 
summed up in the following wordsof Dr. Isidro's preface: 

"An orientation course for the prospective teacher, it is designed to acquaint the student 
with the basic philosophy and the historical development of the Philippine public school 
System, its nature and scope. It involves a study of the laws, rules and regulations govern- 
ing the school system; the problems and crucial issues confronting the schools; the princip- 
al forms to be accomplished by teachers; professional ethics for Filipino teachers. Tite 
course also touches briefly on the organization, management, supervision, and financing of 
the school", 

The following Philippine statistics are of interest: area, 114,830 square miles; population 
20,000,000; enrolment, 5,000,000, including around 135,000 on the college and university 
level; literacy 50 %; Percentage of children of school age in school, about 70,5 %; life 
expectancy, around 50 years; equal opportunities for boys and girls and for all economic 
levels. The educational system is centralized. The national government uses about 40 % of 
its funds for educational purposes.

This careful study is presented as a contribution to the work of literacy education in Indo- 
nesia. 

In the first part -Anslysis-the author gives case-histories: Holland in the 19th Century, 
modern experiments in USSR and Philippines, tie work of Dr. Laubach. The slow growth of 
literacy in Holland is ascribed to a lack of strongmotivation in the nation as a whole; in 
Russia a dynamic drive was present, along with a broad educational programme affecting 
adults as well as children; the Philippfnes similarly made remarkable Progress but paid less 
attention to adults; in Laubach's work the emotional force is also to the fore. 
















The second part of the study deals with Indonesia. The primary schools showed an early split 
into Western-type (7 years, for the élite) and the local (volksschool or degsaschool of 3 
years). An :aMalysis of the latter shows how wastage, lack of teacher-training and low re- 
venues prevented them from being effective vehicles of functional literacy. An account 
follows of two early literacy campaigns among adults West Java in the 20's- Rast Java in 
1939. Valuable lessons were learnt - the need for rapid teaching methods an¢ for systemat- 
ic follow-up texts, for co-ordinating central direction with local initiative and so on. 
Finally the author draws up ten suggestions for future work (written presumably before the 
present large-scale campaign got under way). An important point made ts that the adult 
campaign mst be treated as a long-term project, and that training of staff and preparation 
of reading matter should be placed on a permanent basis before the campaign starts.

Dent, HeC. Part-time Education in Great Britain : An historical outline. London : Turnstile

A concise historical survey of the gwowth of part-time education in England from the eight- 
eenth century to the present time, urged on by religious, political and humanitarian motives 
and by the desire of the under-privileged classes to better their position. The growth 

of evening schools leading to the establishment of the polytechnic institutes is sketched, 
as is the development of the day continuation schools from the early compulsory half-day 
attendance of textile working children in the 1840’s; also the rise of university extension 
and the co-operation of trade unions, co-operative societies, and university extension author- 
ities in the foundation of the Workers’ Educational Association. The account is brought down 
to the Education Act of 1944, which made it incwnbent upon local education authorities to 
provide facilities for part-time education and for county colleges. By 1948-49 there were 
more than a million and a quarter students in part-time education, of whom 200,000 were at- 
tending evening classes, receiving vocational, as well as general and recreational instruc- 
tion. The whole movement is typical of the English method, whereby the pioneering is done by 
voluntary bodies and associations, and the government steps in later to generalize what is 
already an accepted idea. A bDrief bibliography is appended, pp. 68-09.

This 1s a complete compendium for the worker in adult education, made up of a large number 
of articles by different authors. The earlier chapters give the teacher Lackground infor- 
mation: the present political, economic and social factors in Italy, the history of adult 
education and modern psychological knowledge about adult learning. The main section deals 
with programmes and methods of work for the 'scuola popolare'; an outline syllabus 1s given 
for the various subjects taught - literacy; arithmetic; social, civic and religious instruc- 
tion. This teaching is resumed further in the chapter ‘Preparation for life': the needs of 
family life, of the worker and the emigrant, the development of co-operatives and tlie use 
of leisure provide focusing points in the work of the adult school. The final sections 
cover legislation and recent statistics. It is worth noting that in 1948 there were 12,22 
adult courses in progress with 271,647 students of whom 305 were under 20 years of age.

This demonstration Project, begun in 1946 under the sponsorship of the U.S. Office of Educ- 
ation with the co-operation of the Carnegie Corporation of New York, has three major object- 
ives: (1) to develop instructional materials suitable for use in literacy programmes for 
adults; (2) to prepare qualified teachers of adults; and (3) to stimulate a nation-wide at- 
tack on illiteracy in the United States. 

During 1948 the Project staff prepared a complete set of draft teaching materials. These 
were tested out in demonstration classes; the recommendations of teachers, reactions of 
students and criticisms of experts were all used for revising the original texts. After this 
preparatory work the Project for Literacy Education has now published the material in let- 
terpress form. The entire series is as follows: 

Reading Placement by Ella Washington Griffin, 1949. 4 pp. quarto. $ 0.20. 

An informal picture-and-text test for assessing the degree of literacy of an adult so 
that he may be Placed in a suitable class. The test is kept as short and informal as poss- 
ible. See also Three Instructional Tools below. 
ome and Pamily Life Series : a set of four basic readers 
Reader 1: A Day with the Brown Family by E.L. Bright and £.C. Mitchell, revised by flla 
Washington Griffin. 1949.35 pp. quartO. $ 025. 

Describes the every-day activities of the Brown family, parents and children - getting 
up, gOing to work, coming home, meals. Good line illustrations take up a large Dart cf 
each Dage and break the text into "lessons"; the term "lessons" is avoided. 

There is careful language control, both in vocabulary and in sentence patterns. Throughout 
the series the grading of difficulty was tested by means of the Lorge readability formula. 
In this first book only the present tense of verbds is used, often in the form of direct 
speech. 

Reader 2: Making a Good Living by E.L. Bright and £.C. Mitchell, revised by Ella Washington 
Griffin. 1949. 27 DP. quartO $ 025. 

Rhe text descrites the daily work of the parents, the help given by the children, and 
fanily life at home. Illustrations are still large but there is more consecutive text than 
in Reader 1. Fresh sentence patterns are introduced, along with simple and continuolis Past 
tense. 

Réader 3: The Prawns at School by 2.L. Bright and &.C. Mitchell, revised by Ella Washington 
Griffin. 1949. 23 PP. quarto. $ 0.25. 

Describes the children at school and the parents’ tiivereut including a visit by the 
mother to the school. In the evening the parents themselves attend some adult education 
classes. Language control and illustrations develop consecutively from the previous book. 
Reader 4: The Pras and their Neighbors by E.L. Bright and £.C. Mitchell, revised by Ella 
Washington Griffin. 1949. 14 pp. quarto. § 0.25. 

Text based on community life. This book completes the basic series. It is noticeable 
that the long Reader of the original edition has been cut down into these small booklets, 
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so that adult learners may have a greater sense of achievement and progress. 


Learning aids and workbooks. To accompany the basic readers there are several other 
books for students to use ; 

Workbook in Learning to Read Better, by E.C. Mitchell, revised by Ella Washington Griffin. 
1950. 41 PP. quarto. $ 0.35. 

This provides the exercises and drills needed for Reader 1. Most Passages are Dased 
on identification of wordsand phrases previously met in the Reader. The emphasis is on com 
prehension and the exercises (word selection, sentence completion, etc.) are constructed 
accordingly. 

Workbook in Arithmetic, adapted from the Army manual &m 163. 1949. 66 PP. $ 0.40. 

There is less adaptation and change here than in other parts of the programme. The nu- 
merical operations are introduced by means of realistic problems arising from work shopping, 
family life. The text and vocabulary are not matched to the basic readers, although this 
vook is designed partly as a self-teaching manual. The approach is functional, aiming at 
"thinking in arithmetic" rather than at mechanical repetition. 

Language Workbook by E.C. Mitchell, revised by !!.M. Murphy. 1950,83 pp. quarto. $ 0.35 

This students' book accompanies the whole series of basic readers. Part 1 is largely 
a copy-book for writing practice based on names and addresses. In part a the learner yoes 
on to read and write simple general information - the calendar and addresses provide themes. 
Part 3 deals with letter-writing and Part 4 brings in simple grammatical notions (punctua- 
tion, Parts of speech) with themes derived from using the dictionary and the telephone. 


Teacher's aids. There are three books to help the literacy teacher : Three Instruction— 
al fools for Teachers, revised by Ella Washington Griffin, 1950. 62 pp. quarto. $0.0. 

The Teacher is given instructions for using the Reading Placement vooklet in order to 
grade students. Brief hints follow on the use of Workbook in learning to Read Better, Ti- 
nally there is a well-developed guide to the set of basic readers, with suggestions on the 
use of flash cards and on the structure of lessons. The teacher's attention is drawn to the 
need for arousing adult interest. 

Manual of Instructions for Arithmetic Workbook, adapted by [lla Washington Griffin. 1950. 
28 PP. quarto. $ 0.20. 

This manual outlines the purpose of the workbook and gives suggestions on general pro 
cedure as well as detailed hints for lesson structure. 
let's Help the Ten Million, by Ella Washington Griffin. 1950. 55 pp. quarto. $0.8. 

A general teacher's guide which deals with literacy-teaching in a practical way. The 
problem of teaching adult illiterates is placed im its wider context so that the purpose of 
the Project will become clearer to the instructor. There are chaPters on adult Psychology, 
the teacher's point of view, what reading matter adults need (teachers are encouraged to 
write their own texts, and are given a check list of words and simple rules for estimating 
readability); how to use the Project materials and how to organize a commmity-wide effort. 


Pointers on evaluating the success of a programme and a selected reading list complete the 
book. 


Williams, R.O. School Gardening in the Tropics. London: Longmans, Green, 1949..3d ed.43 pP. Zs. 


A practical, simply written teachers' manual,based originally on a course of lectures deliv 
ered to elementary school teachers in Trinidad in 191. Sle present edition has been complete. 
ly | revised and new material added. Includes chapters on desigiing a school garden, tools, 
tillage, fertilizers, crops, garden experiments, plant pests and diseases. Although intended 
primarily for use in elementary schools, the text is suitable also for older children and 
adults. The author was formerly Director of Agriculture, Zanzibar.
